References: 

a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001, for records 
concerning various dossiers. Your request was received in this office on April 18, 2001. 

b. Our letter of April 20, 2001 , informing you that additional time was needed to review the 
records and we were unable to comply with the 20-day statutory time limit in processing your 
request. The records are enclosed for your use. 

We have conducted checks of the automated Defense Clearance and Investigations Index and 
a search of the Investigative Records Repository to determine the existence of Army intelligence 
investigative records responsive to your request. The records arc enclosed for your use. 

We have located the enclosed records pertaining to Belgium Intelligence Services, 
ZF4000I0W. We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with 
Executive Order (EO) 12958. As a result of our review, information has been sanitized and 16 
pages of records are denied in their entirety as the information is currently and properly 
classified SECRET and CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 1.3(a)(2), 1.3(a)(3), 3.4(b)(1) 
and 3.4(b)(6) of EO 12958. This information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of 
the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552(b)(1). It is not possible to reasonably segregate 
meaningful portions of the withheld pages for release. A brief explanation of the applicable 
sections follows: 

Section 1 .3(a)(2) of EO 12958 provides that information shall be classified SECRET if its 
unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause serious damage to the national 
security. 
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Section 1.3.(a)(3) of EO 12958 provides that information shall be classified CONFIDENTIAL 
if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause damage to the national 
security. 

Section 3.4(b)(1) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 25 years old is 
exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal the identity of a confidential human 
source, or reveal information about the application of an intelligence source or method or 
reveal the identity of a human intelligence source when the unauthorized disclosure of the 
source would clearly and demonstrably damage the national security interests of the 
United States. 

Section 3.4(b)(6) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 25 years old is 
exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal information that would seriously 
and demonstrably impair relations between the United States and a foreign government, or 
seriously and demonstrably undermine ingoing diplomatic activities of the United States. 

Information has been sanitized from the records and one of the same pages withheld under 
(b)(1) and one additional page are also denied in their entirety, as the release of the information 
would result in an unwarranted invasion of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this 
information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 
552 (b)(6). 

In addition, information has been sanitized from the records and three pages of the same pages 
withheld under (b)(1) and two additional pages are also denied in their entirety as the release of 
the information would reveal the identity of confidential sources and sensitive intelligence 
methods. This information is exempt from public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 
(b)(7)(D) and (b)(7)(E) of the FOIA. The significant and legitimate governmental purpose to be 
served by withholding is that a viable and effective intelligence investigative capability is 
dependent upon protection of confidential sources and sensitive investigative methodologies. 

The witliholding of information by this office is a partial denial of your request. This denial is 
made on behalf of Brigadier General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence 
investigative and security records under the FOIA. You may appeal this decision to the 
Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your 
appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After the 
60 day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you 
filing litigafion in the courts. 
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We have been informed by the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) that the information 
bracketed in black is exempt from public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(1) of 
the FOIA. 

The withholding of the information by the FBI constitutes a partial denial of your request and 
you have the right to appeal this decision. If you decide to file an appeal, it should be forwarded 
to the following: Co-Director, Office of Information and Privacy, U.S. Department of Justice, 
Flag Building, Suite 570, Washington, DC 20530-0001 within 60 days from the date of this 
letter. The envelope and the letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of Information Appeal" 
or Information Appeal". Please cite FBI/PA #436628 assigned to your request so that it may be 
easily identified. 

Coordination has also been completed and we have been informed by the Defense Intelligence 
Agency (DIA) that 43 pages are denied in their entirety pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(1) 
of the FOIA. It is not possible to reasonably segregate meaningful portions of the withheld 
pages for release. 

The withholding of the infonnation by the DIA constitutes a denial of your request and you 
have the right to appeal this decision directly to the DIA. If you decide to file an appeal, it 
should be forwarded to the Director, Defense Intelligence Agency, ATTN: SVI-l-FOIA, 
Washington. DC 20340-5100. Please cite DIA #0426-98 assigned to your request so that it may 
be easily identified. 

During the processing of your request, records were disclosed which are under the purview of 

other government agencies. This office has no authority to release these records and they are 
being referred, along with your request, for appropriate action under the FOIA, and direct reply 
to you. 

In addition, we are coordinating with another government agency concerning the releasability 
of the information contained in their records. We will inform you as to the releasability of the 
information upon completion of our coordination. 

The amount for professional review and reproduction of the first one hundred pages has been 
waived The reproduction cost of $16.50 remains due and should be forwarded by postal money 
order or certified check made payable to the Treasurer of the United States. 

We are continuing to review records regarding other titles you have requested and will 
respond to you by separate correspondence when our review is complete.

training was not completed yet, I was pulling single patrol duty in 

If I came across problems for which I did np:t.,>have 
the required knowledge as a policeman, I solved them with my common -sense, 
I had to make two types of reports daily; iintering all incidents in, the 
police blotter, and making up daily reports to the station, 

starting in September I95I I carried a pistol Ob while on duty, 

The following regulations covered the use of firearms: 
If a person attempted to escape \^ile identity papers v/ere checked, 
it was up th the policeman to decide whether or not to use the firearm. 
In the case of escaping criminals firearms had to be used. In the case 
of escaping Hf offenders of minor violations the use of firearms was pro- 
hibited. In the case of escapees who were suspected that tney would durii 
the further course of their flight escape from the territory of the DDR, 
it v/as again up to the policeman to decide about use of firearms. But 
only if no innocent persons would be endangered. Reports had to be for- 
warded concerning each use of ammonition. iiach policeman had b rounds 
with him. 

In December 1951 I was transferred to the so-called Schnellkommando 
of the Kreis Police Weimar (riot S(iuad). I was in thatnmit until 
31-3-52. The riot squad had three shifts, one was on duty, the second 
on stand-by, and the third was off. The riot sqxiad was billeted in 
kasernes.

Bebause my father refused 
to give them his horses, they shot him. Later I worJcedrfor farmers-.

The same with the FDJ, I wanted to iearn the profession of a 
seamstress, but was told 1 had to join the ?DJ to get a place to work;

In llovember 1952 I and several other 
girls were told by the FDJ to volunteer for the female VOPO, otherwise 
they would" '^aft us. 1 refxised to volunteer together with several other 
girls, -On.JlS-12-52 I and the other girls vvho had refxisea to volunteer 
rec^ved a i^tter ordering us to report to the I^r^s Headquarters to:.^!^^^^ 
the female VOPO. This time we had to obey, Ji/e^ ^re- taken to a cacip 
VOPO in llagdeburg-Sudenbxirg. The camp tan take-^^^^K^ut 2UU persons,- . " 
There are 4 barracks there, 2 for quarters, 1 for messhal, kitchen r-'r'^^-: . 
and canteen, and another one for classes and rooms for the leaders, 
Me were told that we had to serve in the VOPO to defend our country.:" 
against the Western Imperialists. But they did not tell us, how long -v/e 
\vo\ild have to stay in or what v;e v^oiild have to do later. They finally., 
told us v/e vrciuld be trained for about one year. »<ha^ vculd come- .la.te'i',.- 
they did not say. The camp had 200 girls, from my home county there - - 
were 35 who had been drafted and I5 who had volunteered. There v/as- orie 

camp leader (v/oman), and two girl leaders for each of the 4 groups. >- 

Each group had 50 girls. There were also some leaders for administration 
and the offices. The leader of each group had a silver lined epaulet 
with tv;o stars, the second leader of each group the same epaulet \7ith 
one star. • 

The camp vras located outside of Llagdeburg, about 30 minutes to walk ftPom 
the city. Streetcars .fa and 12 were going out there.. The name of the 
camp was: Volkspolizeiausbildungslager Llagdeburg-Sudenburg (People* s 
Police Training Camp of Llagdeburg-Sudenburg) . _ 

They told us that our basic training would be 3 months. I only took 
b weeks and then fled. 

On our first day we received the blue VOPO uniform, consisting of jacket, 
trousers, cap (so-called ski-cap), blue shirt, red necktie, long boots 
for duty and low shoes for off duty. ^ 

During the first week we had political schooling, froii;_7-H 13-^7 • 
2nd week: Training with carbine 95 k and political schooling. 
The parts of the carbine and its care. 

3rd Y/eek : Training with carbine outside, on the training ground, ue 
marched dovm in formation. The different positions in firing, and at the 
end firing 4 roimds from a lying position at a target (figure) at a 
distance of 10 m. 
4th week: Same training. 
5th to 5th week: No changes in training. 
9th week: Training with machine gun v/as scheduled, but alL-that time I 
had already fled from the camp. Together with seven other girls I fled'

I pulled my duty in the VOPO very reluctantly, and I would have never join 
it without having been forced.

Concerning the strength of the VOPO in Magdeburg and of the Russian 
occupation troops I can tell but little.

Patrol Duty: The patrol duty is ti hours. 4 patrols walk siiaultarieouslj 
for 5 hours.

I know plainly that the VOPO which is- blileted 
in kasernes, is actually nothing but an army, in regards to organization 
as well as to ranks. The only reorganization thct was made, v/as in fall 
of 1952* border Police v/hich v/as called: Grenzpolizei , Abteilung 

Grenze CBorder Police, Department Border) was renamed into: Deutsche 
Grenzpolizei (German Border Police) and at the same time the border poll 
was put under the jurisdicticn of the ^^inistry for Jtate Security, and 
SSD liaison officers were detached to border police units. The ranks 
in the border police were also renamed and are nav about the same as the 
were in the former German army. 



S3D: In September 1952, the S3D liaison officer of the Kommandantur 
Geiamar, It. BilRGSH, approached me. The reason \tas as follows: 
as I had joined the VOPO as an FDJ member, I received the function of 
jFDJ secretary in>. the imit Hildebrandshausen . They have an FDJ secretarj 
in each unit headquarters. He has to take care of "^lie TDJ members in 
the VOPO, hold meetings and make reports to the PDJ secretaries in hight 
VOPO headquarters.

Border Police School Bebendorf: Since May or June 1952» there is a,.;. ; 
border police school in Bebendorf, district of Geismar, wiiich trains-^' 
the new recruits for the border police. The recruit will not pull' r^gulai 
police duty as an ordinary policeman prior to coming to the border police, 
as I had to do in 1951> but he is transferred immediately to the school. 
There he receives his basic training of b weeks. V/hen I came to the s choc 
in December 1952 as a teacher for border police matters, there was a it. 
UHLIG in charge of the school. Besides the schooling for which I was the 
teacher (Border Police matters), there \ia.3 political schooling, training 
in map reading and ground survey, infantry training and basic training, 
and small arms (infantry arms) training.
